Karen Leibovici 
joins Edmonton 
mayoral race 


Next step. Four-

Promising to make Edmonton 
a city for all, Conn. Karen Leibo¬ 
vici has joined the race to be¬ 
come mayor. 

With family and supporters 
at her side Thursday, Leibovici 
announced she wants to lead 
the city and continue to build it 
for the future. 

“We must ensure we don’t 
fall back to ‘it’s just good 
enough,”’ she said. “Now is not 
the time to look into the rear¬ 
view mirror.” 

Leibovici has been on coun¬ 
cil since 2001, and prior to that 
she was an MIA in the provin¬ 
cial legislature. 


In addition to serving on 
cormcil, Leibovici just finished 
up a term as president of the 
Federation of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities and said her experience 
would serve the city well. 

“Edmonton needs a mayor 
with a strong track record for 
leadership,” she said. 

Several of her council col¬ 
leagues were on hand for the 
big annoimcement. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 


he would still hke to see who 
else is running, but as it stands 
Leibovici would be his choice 
in the fall. “I think it is a great 
day today that Karen has 
chosen to offer her services to 
the city,” he said. 

Coun. Kim Krushell said she 
is not going to endorse any can¬ 
didates, but beheves Leibovici 
would be an excellent choice. 
“Karen is definitely the work¬ 
horse on cormcil, and I am here 
because I respect her,” she said. 

Leibovici did not have a lot 
of details on her platform, but 
said she wants eveiyone, in¬ 
cluding Edmonton’s youth, to 
feel at home here. 

“We need to nurture their 
spirit; we want them to stay in 
Edmonton and to those that 
have left, we want them to 
come back,” she said. 

Leibovici joins Coim. Keny 
Diotte and community league 
president Curtis Penner, who 
have already entered the race.

The long-awaited LRT line to 
Mill Woods may have to wait 
another year if the city can’t 
close the project’s funding 
gap soon. 

In a report going to coun¬ 
cil next week, administration 
says unless the $515 million 
needed to build the project is 
found before the end of the 
summer, the city will have to

delay construction, which will 
push back the opening of the 
line to 2020 from 2019. 


The city has budgeted $800 
milhon, along with $250 mil¬ 
lion from the federal govern¬ 
ment and $235 milhon from 
the provincial government. 
It is still hoping for an addi¬ 
tional $150 million from the 
feds and another $365 million 
from the province to fund the 
$1.8-billion project. 

Nat Alampi, project man¬ 
ager, said Thursday that the 
city does not want to go ahead 
until all the funding is in 
place. 

“If we are able to close the 
gap before that time, we could 
still adhere to the 2019 deliv- 
eiy schedule,” he said. 

The project is being built 
as a public-private partner¬ 


ship, in which a private com¬ 
pany will build and manage 
the line on a contract with the 
city. Alampi said without firm 
funding in place, they may 
not get the bidders they want. 

“With fewer players in the 
market interested in the pro¬ 
ject, we will have a less com¬ 
petitive procurement process.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the city doesn’t need to delay 
the project because it only 
needs a commitment, not the 
actual money. 

“We would not need that 
money until 2016, 2017 or 
2018, so what we need to do 
is approach the province be¬ 
cause they are committed to 
this project.”

Woman accused 
ofscamming 
elderly men 

A woman with a histoiy 
of panhandling has been 
charged after allegedly 
defrauding three Edmonton 
seniors of over $200,000. 

The 43-year-old woman 
targeted two 84-year-old 
men and a 76-year-old, 
gaining their trust and 
using emotional pleas for fi¬ 
nancial assistance to obtain 
their cash, pohce said. 

“She was adept at 
gaining the trust of these 
individuals. It was a fairly 
simple scam,” EPS acting 
Staff Sgt. Jared Buhler said 
Thursday. 

After meeting the 
seniors through chance 
encormters, the woman was 
able to form a friendship 
with them and make false 
assurances that loans would 
be repaid upon receipt of 
funds from another individ¬ 
ual, said Buhler. 

“1 think she was target¬ 
ing a lot of people and these 
were the big fish, so to 
speak, that she was able to 
really reel in,” he said. 

The alleged frauds took 
place from 2010 to 2012, 
and Buhler said the fact 
that the victims contacted 
pohce, despite some embar¬ 
rassment, aUowed officers 
to lay criminal charges. 

Wendy Curran is 
charged with two counts 
of fraud over $5,000 and 
one coimt of fraud imder 
$5,000. 

Acting Insp. Sean 
Armstrong, with the EPS 
serious-crimes branch, said 
elder abuse is a “highly 
under-reported issue” and a 
growing problem. 

Seventy-five per cent of 
the files the EPS deals with 
consist of financial abuse, 
Armstrong said.

Tragedy shines 
light on Safewalk 



U of A shootings. 

Volunteers offered

Safewalk volunteers Ashley 
Moroz and Sapphira Nuttall 
were finishing up an evening 
shift patrolling the University 
of Alberta campus last June 
when they heard a noise in 
HUB Mall. 

Both longtime volunteers 
with the campus’s free ac¬ 
companiment service, the stu¬ 
dents decided to investigate 
the noise, which sounded hke 
boxes falhng.

They were soon thrust into 
a chaotic scene that would 
dominate national headlines 
and forever change fives. 

The women heard “mufiled 
cries for help” coming from a 
locked room next to an ATM, 
Safewalk director Cody Bond¬ 
archuk says. 

While Moroz and Nuttall 
declined interview requests, 
they provided Bondarchuk 
with details about the triple 
homicide that occurred after 


“There has been a multiple 
shooting on campus, the 
crisis management team has 
been activated.” 

That message jolted Philip 
Stack out of bed a year ago, 
and has been burned in his 
mind since the HUB Mall 
shootings in the early hours 
of June 15, 2012. 

“My BlackBeriy went off, 
my telephone went off — ab¬ 
solutely 1 remember it,” said 
Stack, the University of Al¬ 
berta’s associate vice-president 
of risk management. 

Stack rushed to campus 
and, within the hour, the 
school’s emergency oper¬ 
ations centre was up and 
running. Soon they would 
learn that the shooting did 
not involve students and that 


midnight on June 15, 2012. 

Moroz and Nuttall took 
turns verbally comforting the 
stranger on the other side 
of the door as they called for 
help. They had no idea three 
G4S security guards lay inside 
the locked room. Two were 
dead and one was seriously 
injured. A fourth guard was 
found dead outside HUB Mall. 

The G4S employees were 
delivering cash to ATMs when 
they were shot, allegedly by 
their co-worker Travis Baum¬ 
gartner, in an armed robbeiy. 

The Safewalk volunteers 
stayed beside the locked door 
until police and ambulances 
arrived. 

“I like to think that they 
did save a life that day,” Bond¬ 
archuk said. 

A year after the tragedy, 
both women continue to 
volunteer with Safewalk, a 
20-year-old Students’ Union 
organization whose members 
patrol campus and provide 
free walks to clients travelling 
at night. 

In the days following the 
tragedy, the pair were recog¬ 
nized for finding, and remain¬ 
ing with, Matthew Schuman, 
the gravely wounded man on 
the other side of the door. 

“Ladies, you are heroes and 
a credit to our community,” 
the U of A’s acting president, 
provost and vice-president aca¬ 
demic, Carl Amrhein, wrote in 
a June 18, 2012, blog post re¬ 
flecting on the incident. 



The school commissioned two 
reports on the shootings to

Edmonton police did not be¬ 
lieve the shooter remained 
on campus. 

With no further danger 
to students, they decided not 
to send an alert to students 
— a decision that was con¬ 
troversial. But that decision

in external and internal re¬ 
ports that both determined 
the school had followed its 
protocols. 

“It reaffirmed that we 
made the right decision in 
terms of not sending out a 
notification,” Stack said. 

Still, he said while the 
university may have been 
right at the time, the school 
community had different 


of clients using the service and 
students signing up to volun¬ 
teer. 

“1 think (HUB Mall) really 
contributed to how many 


expectations. 

“What we heard veiy 
clearly from the university 
community is, regardless of 
whether anybody’s fife is in 
immediate threat or danger

Stack said, in general, the 
U of A is safe and handled the 
incident well. 

“The university was ex¬ 
tremely well-prepared and 
1 believe our procedures 
worked exceptionally well.” 

Petros Kusmu, president 
of the U of A Students’ Union, 
said for students the incident 
felt random, and it was hard 
to draw broader conclusions. 

“It sort of popped out of 
nowhere. That said, I think it 
provides us a good opportun¬ 
ity to reflect on the safety of

our students.” 

While there are fingering 
concerns about the safety of 
HUB Mall, because of its open 
design and connection to 
residences, Kusmu said so far 
the school has been moving 
in the right direction. 

Stack still gets messages 
like the one that jolted him 
out of bed a year ago, with 
monthly drills of the system. 
He said the drills were always 
taken seriously, but are more 
relevant now. 

“The incident has cer¬ 
tainly changed many people 
within the university com¬ 
munity, and their perspective 
that this couldn’t happen or 
wouldn’t happen on one of 
our campuses.”

Solace in butterflies 


*Myheart 
is heavy* 

On Saturday, Cleo Badon 
will release balloons into 
the sky with her two chil¬ 
dren and have a barbecue 
with her family. 

It will be anything but a 
normal day, though, as the 
plans will follow a memor¬ 
ial at the U of A to mark the 
anniversary of the HUB Mall 
shootings. 

Badon’s husband, G4S 
armoured truck guard 
Eddie Rejano, was Idlled, 
along with co-workers Brian 
Ilesic and Michelle Shegel- 
sld. Another guard, Mat¬ 
thew Schuman, survived 
the attack. 

“My heart is heavy 
because obviously I lost the 
love of my fife,” Badon said. 
“We have our moments, 
all of us. And some days 
are just extra harder than 
others.” 

Rejano, who would have 
turned 40 last November, 
and Badon, now 33, met in 
Brampton, Ont., and mar¬ 
ried in 2004, before moving 
to Edmonton in 2007. 

The couple have two kids, 
Xavier, 8, and Xylar, 5, who 
Badon took east this year to 
see where their parents met 
(Tim Hortons, she recalled 
with a smile), their first 
house and their favourite 
place. “It was hard to do, 
but they have to know.” 

While thankful for 
“overwhelming” family 
and community support, 
Badon said her peace has 
essentially come from her 
husband. In the days and 
weeks after his death, she 
said she could still feel 
Rejano climbing into bed. 
Her favourite sign of him is 
tied to a superstition about 
seeing butterflies. 

“It happened on the day 
of his funeral and ... occa¬ 
sionally there is always one 
that stands out,” she said. 

“If I’m sitting in the 
front, there’s his butterfly 
just sitting beside me.”

Picture this: You’re lounging 
in the sun, drinking a virgin 
mojito, fidgeting with sand 
between your toes. 

No, you’re not in Puerto 
Vallarta. Not even Pigeon 
Lake. It’s Edmonton. Down¬ 
town. And no, this isn’t about 
Google Glasses, but it is about 
the near future. 

Throughout June and July, 
city planners are surveying 
on a 4,500-square-foot urban 
beach below Louise McKin¬ 
ney Park. In September they 
hope to present a design con¬ 
cept to council, where it was 
first proposed by Goun. Amar- 
jeet Sohi after seeing similar 
projects in other cities. 

The first urban beach was 
Paris-Plage (Paris Beach). Since 
2002, the city has covered a 
three-kilometre-strip express¬ 
way with sand and beach 
chairs, and handed it over to 
loungers for the summer. It 
was so successful that another 
was added, and other cities 
around the world followed, in¬ 
cluding Toronto and Montreal. 

Planner Gorey Toews said 


the Edmonton version would 
likely compare to Ottawa’s 
beach because it’s multi- 
seasonal. The summer would 
see a mister, beach chairs and 
umbrellas, and the winter 
would see ... something. 

“We’re a winter city,” said 
Toews, “so it only makes sense 
we should think outside the box 
to come up with some uniquely 
Edmonton uses for this space 
during winter months.” 


Thinking outside the box 


Perhaps we should dare 
to build something 
that attracts businesses 
people want — a beach 
plus bakery, cafe, food 
trucks, farmers’ market 
— without eclipsing the 
area’s inherent beauty. 


When I went to the consul¬ 
tation in Louise McKinney Park 
Tuesday, Toews and I were 
alone, though countless roller- 
bladers and cychsts rolled by. 

Later, he told me about 10 
people showed up, revealing 
how under-utilized the park 
is. “There’s lots of people that 


pass through it, but there’s 
not a lot encouraging them 
to linger, to stay. It’s all about 
creating new attractions to 
draw people and keep them.” 

But is a beach enough? 
The answer is likely no, which 
is why the plan is to comple¬ 
ment it with a building offer¬ 
ing light food or retail. But I 
doubt that’s enough. 

Up until recently, the ap¬ 
proach to our river valley has 
been to leave it, except for ce¬ 
ment trails that allow us to ap¬ 
preciate the natural spectacle. 

But it’s also isolated to 
those who don’t see the fun 
in physical activities. So re¬ 
cent attraction ideas have var¬ 
ied from a wildly unnecessaiy 
gondola to Louise McKinney 
Park itself, which opened as 
a park and concert space in 
2007 but is rarely filled. 

But perhaps we should dare 
to build something that attracts 
businesses people want — a 
beach plus bakeiy, cafe, gift 
shop, food trucks, libraiy-lend- 
ing machine, farmers’ market 
— without going overboard or 
eclipsing the inherent beauty. 

Otherwise, we may end 
up with a seldom appreciated 
sandpit in the summer and 
yet another empty park in 
the winter. 


Feds, province ink deal 
to monitor oilsands 



Ottawa and Alberta have 
reached a deal outlining how 
a long-promised environ¬ 
mental monitoring agency 
for the oilsands will be run. 

“The signatures are in 
place,” said Wayne Wood of 
Alberta Environment, who 
added his office was informed 
Thursday that federal minis¬ 
ter Peter Kent signed the deal 
earlier this week. 

Scientists have been in the 
field measuring the environ¬ 
mental impact of vast oilsands 
developments since spring 
2012, but were doing the 
work under what amounted 
to a handshake deal between 
the two governments. 

This week’s deal could be 
the final step to bring sci¬ 
entific credibility to assess¬ 
ments of the environmental 
impact of many billions of 
dollars in industiy activity. 

Alberta Environment dep¬ 


uty minister Ernie Hui said 
the Alberta Environmental 
Monitoring Agency will even¬ 
tually keep tabs over the en¬ 
tire province and will also 
oversee the federal-provincial 
agreement on the oilsands. 

The agency will be run by 
a provincial appointee who is 


to be at arm’s length from the 
government. 

That person will also be 
responsible for making sure 
Alberta lives up to its side of 
the oilsands monitoring deal, 
which includes setting scien¬ 
tific goals and budgets.

When Haley Wolgien’s dad, a 
lifelong stutterer, was dying 
of esophageal cancer last year, 
he only had one wish: That his 
21 year-old daughter get treat¬ 


ment for her stuttering from 
the Institute for Stuttering 
Treatment and Research at the 
UofA. 

Less than a year later, 
Haley’s speech is not only 
smooth, but she’s become an 
ambassador for the program, 
which is one of only three in 
North America offering inten¬ 
sive treatment for stutterers by 
combining practical work with 
small-group sessions. 


It’s like a therapy for those 
who have had to hve with a 
communication disorder and, 
often, teasing and bullying too. 

“My dad never got treat¬ 
ment and he felt he missed 
out in life,” said Wolgien. “He 
wanted me to have better than 
he did.” 

At her dad’s urging, Wol^en 
took the three-week, ftiU-time 
program, resulting in fluent 
speech almost immediately. 


Now, the NATT student said 
she’s doing things she never 
thought possible, like speaking 
to the media. 

Deiyk Beal, executive direc¬ 
tor of ISTAR, said the intensive 
program works by breaking 
down and then rebuilding 
speech on a stable foundation, 
addressing physical, cognitive 
and emotional issues at the 
same time.

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Huge drug, gun raid reaches 
from Toronto to Edmonton 


Project Traveller. 

Toronto’s police chief 
refuses to rule out 
possibility evidence 
collected in raid 
related to T.O. mayor 


Toronto Police using surveil¬ 
lance techniques were “in¬ 


vestigating the existence” 
of an alleged crack cocaine 
video linked to Mayor Rob 
Ford several weeks before 
the story first surfaced, CTV 
News reported Thursday 
in the wake of a massive, 
multi-city police drugs and 
guns sweep. 

The broadcaster quoted 
a “highly placed source” as 
confirming that “persons of 
interest discussed that video 


in detail, and referred to the 
mayor’s alleged presence in 
the video.” 

The disclosure came as 
Toronto Police Chief Bill 
Blair announced 43 people 
had been arrested, 40 fire¬ 
arms seized and $3 million 
of drugs confiscated in early- 
morning raids concentrated 
on a Dixon Road complex, 
a cluster of apartment tow¬ 
ers considered to be ground 
zero for the Ford video scan¬ 
dal. 

Nineteen people in To¬ 
ronto and nine in Windsor, 
Ont., were charged as part of 
a year-long police and bor¬ 
der security investigation 
code-named Project Travel¬ 
ler, Blair said at a noon news 
conference. 

He declined to answer 
any questions about Ford’s 
connection to the evidence, 
what evidence was seized, 
how it was obtained or 
about a Rexdale home in¬ 
volved in the raids where 
a man photographed with 
Ford lived. 

“The only place for the 
legal disclosure is in a court 
of law,” he said. “All of the 
evidence has been secured 
and it will come out in court 
where it belongs. We will 
not jeopardize this case.” 

The Rexdale home of 
Muhammad Khattak, one 
of the young men pictured 
with Ford outside a suspect¬ 


ed crack house, was part of 
the raids. 

Sources earlier told Tor- 
star that Ford had told staff 
he knew exactly where the 
video, which appeared to 
show him smoking crack co¬ 
caine, could be found: 1701 
and 1703 at a Dixon Road 
apartment complex that was 
the target of the pre-dawn 
raids. 

The mayor has said pub¬ 
licly that he doesn’t believe 
the video exists. 

“Project Traveller is a 
very complex investigation” 
involving a gang called the 
Dixon City Bloods or Dixon 
Goonies that attempted to 
control guns and drug traf¬ 
ficking in Toronto’s Dixon 
Road, Kipling Avenue and 
Islington Avenue area, To¬ 
ronto Deputy Police Chief 
Mark Saunders said at a 
news conference Thursday. 
Their network extended to 
Edmonton and had operated 
since 2006, he said. 

Edmonton police con¬ 
firmed that officers execut¬ 
ed search warrants Thursday 
morning, but would not say 
where or if anyone was ar¬ 
rested. 

A spokesperson for the 
Edmonton police said that 
the investigation is being 
led by the Toronto Police 
Service and that officers 
in Edmonton were only as¬ 
sisting.

Theories abound as to why 
women go into menopause, 
but the latest hypothesis be¬ 
ing put forward suggests it 
may be men — or specific¬ 
ally, their preference for 
younger mates —that has led 
to women’s loss of fertility at 
a certain age. 

Researchers at McMaster 
University believe that over 
tens of thousands of years, a 
lack of reproduction among 
older women has given rise to 
menopause as an unintended 
result of evolutionary natural 
selection. 

Using computer modelling, 
the researchers found that, 
over time, competition among 
men of all ages for younger 
mates left older females with 
much less chance of reprodu¬ 



cing. 

“We are saying somewhere 
along the line, men began to 
change their preference in 
mating,” said evolutionary 
biologist Rama Singh, co-au¬ 
thor of the study pubhshed in 
this week’s issue of the journal 
PLOS Computational Biology.

Youi^er generations 
grow more private online 


Privacy matters. 

Pollsters age 30 and 
older said they would 
rather keep their 
privacy regardless of 
terrorist investigations 


The generation whose mem¬ 
bers have grown up posting 
their fives online wants a little 
privacy. That’s not what we 
might expect as we debate just 
how much access the govern¬ 
ment should have to our mo¬ 
bile and online fives. 

But as it turns out, yormg 
people are much more com¬ 
plex than some may think 
when determining what per¬ 
sonal information they want 
to share. Sure, they’re as likely 
as ever to post photos of them¬ 
selves online, as well as their 
location and even phone num¬ 
bers — and assmne that at least 
some of their information is 
shared among website provid¬ 
ers — say, those that track their 
high-tech habits. But as they ap¬ 
proach adulthood, they’re also 
getting more adept at hiding 
and pruning their online fives. 

Despite their propensity for 
sharing, many young adults 
also are surprisingly big advo¬ 
cates for privacy — in some 
cases, more than their elders. 

That attitude showed up 
most recently in a poll done 
over the weekend for the Pew 
Research Genter for the People

• 51 per cent of young 
adults, ages i8 to 29, 
said they’re OK with the 
government invading 
their privacy to investi¬ 
gate terrorist threats. 


& the Press and The Washing¬ 
ton Post. The poll, tied to the 
disclosure of broad federal 
surveillance, found that young 
adults were much more div¬ 
ided than older generations 
when asked if the government 
should tread on their privacy 
to thwart terrorism. 

Fifty-one per cent of young 
adults, ages 18 to 29, said it 
was “more important for the 
federal government to investi¬ 
gate possible terrorist threats, 
even if that intrudes on per¬ 
sonal privacy.” But 45 per cent 
said personal privacy was more 
important, even if it limited the 
ability to investigate possible 
terrorist threats. In contrast, 
less than a third of adults, age 
30 and older, told pollsters that 
preserving personal privacy 
was more important, while 
about two-thirds placed higher 
value on permitting terror in¬ 
vestigations, regardless of pri¬ 
vacy infringement. 

Pollsters foimd that a slight 
majority of adults — including 
18- to 29-year-olds — said it was 
“acceptable” for the govern¬ 
ment to secretly obtain phone 
call records, the associated press

“There are no major 
concessions that are being 
asked of current full-time 
employees, except to have 
them help maintain the 
current pension plan by 
increasing their contribu¬ 
tions,” VIA spokeswoman 
Mylene Belanger said ear¬ 
lier Thursday. 

The union also objected 
to plans that would slash 
pension benefits for new 
VIA employees and the roll¬ 
ing back of income protec¬ 
tions for seasonal workers.

Roadside 
bombs and suicide attacks 
accounted for the largest 
number of casualties — 37 
per cent — and the UN has 
particularly criticized the

Free-trade pact.

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er thanked British counterpart 
David Cameron for his “robust 
advocacy” of a free-trade pact 
between Canada and the Euro¬ 


pean Union during his address 
on Thursday in London to Brit¬ 
ish parliamentarians. 

“It remains our hope that 
we will soon achieve a com¬ 
prehensive economic and 
trade agreement with the 
European Union, Canada’s

Ireland. Hospital bungled 
miscarriage case: Experts 


A miscanying woman who died 
in an Irish hospital should have 
had her blood poisoning de¬ 
tected much sooner and been 
offered an abortion to improve 
her odds of survival, an experts’ 
report concluded Thursday in 
a case that is forcing Ireland to 
modernize its abortion laws. 

The 108-page report into the 
October death of Savita Halap- 
panavar documented what the 
lead investigator described as 
“a cascade of mistakes” over¬ 
shadowed by officials’ refusal to 
remove the fetus until its heart 
stopped beating. 

That took four days. By 
then, the report formd, the 
woman’s iU-diagnosed sepsis 
from a ruptured uterus already 
had reached lethal levels. 

“If it was my case, I would 
have terminated the preg¬ 
nancy,” said Dr. Sabaratnam 
Arufkumaran, a London profes¬ 
sor of obstetrics and gynecol¬ 
ogy who led the seven-month 
probe. The five investigators 
foimd that a chain of doctors 
and nurses all failed to take pro¬ 
active steps to identify and halt 
the spread of infection through¬ 
out her body. 

The report found that when 
Halappanavar, a 31-year-old In-

dian dentist living in the west¬ 
ern city of Galway, was hospit¬ 
alized for back pain 17 weeks 
into her pregnancy, doctors 
identified she was miscanying 
and the fetus could not survive. 

But they consistently missed 
evidence for days pointing 
to an existing case of sepsis, 
or blood poisoning, as the 
cause. Blood-test results were 
left uninspected and succes¬ 
sive shifts failed to read ear¬ 
lier medical notes as vital signs 
worsened. 

The report foimd that 
doctors placed too much 
emphasis on measuring the 
fetus’ heartbeat and too little 
on investigating why Halap- 
panavar’s white blood-cell 
count was jumping and her 
blood pressure was failing.

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Firms can’t patent 
isolated human genes, 
U.S. high court rules 


Washington. Decision 
covers breast-cancer 
test brought into public 
eye by Angelina Jolie's 
double mastectomy 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled companies cannot pat¬ 
ent parts of naturally-occur¬ 
ring human genes, a decision 
with the potential to pro¬ 
foundly affect the emerging 
and lucrative medical and bio¬ 
technology industries. 

The high court’s unani¬ 
mous judgment reverses three 
decades of patent awards 
by government officials. It 
throws out patents held by 
Salt Lake City-based Myriad 
Genetics Inc. on an increasing¬ 
ly popular breast cancer test 
brought into the public eye 
recently by actress Angelina 
Jolie’s revelation that she had 


BRACAnalysis test 


• Myriad Genetics has used 
its patent to come up with 
its BRACAnalysis test, which 
looks for mutations on the 
breast cancer predisposition 
gene, or BRCA. Those muta¬ 
tions are associated with 
much greater risks of breast 
and ovarian cancer. 


• Angelina Jolie revealed last 
month that her mother died 
of ovarian cancer and that 


a double mastectomy because 
of one of the genes involved in 
this case. 

Justice Clarence Thomas, 
who wrote the court’s deci¬ 
sion, said that Myriad’s as¬ 
sertion — that the DNA it 
isolated from the body for its 
proprietary breast and ovar¬ 
ian cancer tests were patent- 
able — had to be dismissed be- 


her maternal grandmother 
also had the disease. 


• She said she carries a 
defective BRCAi gene that 
puts her at high risk of de¬ 
veloping breast and ovarian 
cancers, and her doctor said 
that the test that turned up 
the faulty gene link led Jolie 
to have both of her healthy 
breasts removed to try to 
avoid the same fate.

Unpaid internships up in the air after court 
finds studio violated minimum wage laws

“I’m sure this is causing a lot of discussions to be held in 
human resource offices and internship programs across 

the country.” David Yamada, professor of law at Suffolk University in Boston 


Unpaid internships have long 
been a path of opportunity 
for students and recent grads 
looking to get a foot in the 
door in the entertainment, 
publishing and other promin¬ 
ent industries, even if it takes 
a generous subsidy from mom 
and dad. 

But those days of working 
for free could be numbered in 
the U.S. after a federal judge 
in New York ruled this week 
that Fox Searchhght Pictures 
violated minimum wage and 


overtime laws by not paying 
interns who worked on the 
production of the 2010 movie 
Black Swan. 

The decision by U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge William H. Pauley 
111 may lead some companies 
to rethink whether it’s worth 
the legal risk to hire interns to 
work without pay. For many 
young people strugghng to 
find jobs in a tough economy, 
unpaid internships have be¬ 
come a rite of passage essential 
for padding resumes and gain¬ 


ing practical experience. 

There are up to one million 
unpaid internships offered in 
the United States every year, 
said Ross Eisenbrey, vice- 
president of the Economic 
Pohcy Institute, a liberal-lean¬ 


ing think-tank. He said the 
number of internships has 
grown as the economy tum¬ 
bled and he blamed them for 
exploiting young workers and 
driving down wages.

Superman origin 
story has too much 
bang and not enough 
phone booths 


Richard: Mark, Man of Steel 
plays kind of like a Nirvana 
song. It starts off quiet, then 
gets loud, then quiet again 
and then REALLY loud. Thing 
is Nirvana songs were usually 
under four minutes and this 
movie clocks in at well over 
two hours. Much of it is enter¬ 
taining, but 1 have to say my 
eyeballs felt scorched after the 
protracted blow-’em-up scene 
that eats up much of the last 
45 minutes of the movie. It’s 
all crash-boom-bang and not 
nearly as interesting as the 


stuff that preceded it. 

Mark: Richard, 1 always 
liked the Superman movies 
— even the bad ones — for 
their charm. Although there’s 
some good scenes toward 
the beginning of the movie, 
it becomes bombastic and 
self-righteous; way too ser¬ 
ious for its own good. That 
45-minute scene you’re re¬ 
ferring to made me long for 
headphones with Enya songs 
playing on a long loop. And 1 
know it’s an origin movie, but 
1 longed for the comic con¬ 
trast between Superman and 
his journalist alter ego Clark 
Kent, which is mostly missing 
from the movie. Then again, 
we no longer have phone 
booths. Any of the actors ap¬ 
peal to you, Richard? 

RC: 1 thought Cavill was suit¬ 


ably square-jawed and blue¬ 
eyed enough to play the icon 
lead character and Michael 
Shannon brought the crazy 
(as usual for him) to Zod, but 
1 was let down by two other 
leads. Russell Crowe was fine, 
although 1 couldn’t help but 
imagine Ralph Fiennes really 
eating up the role of Jor-El. 
Finally, I’m not sure Amy Ad¬ 
ams is plucky enough to play 
Lois Lane. 

MB: Cavill was square — 1 
mean — square-jawed, wasn’t 
he? Crowe was fine, but 
somehow Kevin Costner got 
to me in a very sentimental 
turn as Clark’s dad. As for 
Michael Shannon, 1 can only 
assume he was forced to over¬ 
act at gunpoint, with lines 
like “Unleash the world ma¬ 
chine!!!!” For a movie that 
cost a few hundred million 


dollars, it was often close to a 
Flash Gordon serial at times. 

RC: 1 think 1 wanted more Flash 
Gordon and less of what was on 
the screen in front of me. It’s an 
entertaining movie for much of 
its running time, but the word 
overkill comes to mind. 1 feel 
like less — shorter running 
time, fewer explosions, not 
as many fights — would have 
been more. 

MB: And did you notice that so 
many of the action scenes had 
the same basic gimmick — con¬ 
crete being tom up over and 
over again? And 1 had to laugh 
when the entire city of Metrop¬ 
olis is collapsing under alien 
attack and there are scenes of 
people just staring at the build¬ 
ings falling around them. If 1 
see one brick on the grovmd. 
I’m outta there!

Chris Hardwick, creator of the Nerdist podcast and YouTube channel, explains 
to us why Superman has to be more human nowadays 


“We’ve definitely become 
more of a culture of wanting 
to identify with characters 
rather than wanting to see 
characters that we couldn’t 
be. It’s not just movies and 
superheroes. When you look 
at protagonists in television, 
they’re kind of crappy people. 
There’s Don Draper or Dexter 
or Walter White. They’re not 
good or bad — they’re muddy. 

What you see coming 
out now — after the era of 
’90s superhero movies — is 
sort of like the transition 
between glam rock and 
grunge, where you have the 
square-jawed heroes being 
phased out. They’re kind of 
one-dimensional, there’s not 
really much of an arc, they’re 
just there to facilitate all of 
the action and just sort of be 
the opposing force to evil. But

I have so many feelings: Superman. 


now people want to see more 
humanity, and 1 honestly think 
that has a lot to do with the 
Internet. The way we interact 
with the Internet, the way 
that we’re aU in each other’s 
business with YouTube and 
Iblogs, we’re just used to seeing 
humans, and that’s what we’re 
identifying with, seeing other 
humans. People are bored by 


the one-dimensional, ‘Oh, he 
can do anything’ hero because 
what’s at stake then? What are 
they battling? We’ve seen so 
much of it up to this point that 
the one place that superheroes 
hadn’t really gone, at least in 
film yet, is inward. 

What works in Man of 
Steel is just the idea of taking 
the heroes off the pedestal 
and going, ‘They’re still... if 
not humans, then creatures. 
Creatures with struggles.’ 
Because that’s what people 
get wrapped up in, stoiy and 
struggle and not just, ‘Oh look, 
he’s better than eveiyone else.’ 
It’s the idea that he’s not bet¬ 
ter than eveiyone. And Super¬ 
man has a lot of struggles in 
the movie, more so than just, 
‘Oh, he’s got super powers and 
he beats the crap out of those 
guys and it’s all going to be 
fine because he’s indestruct¬ 
ible.’ People have seen that. 
You still want your healthy 
dose of action scenes, but then 
you want to identify with the 
characters.”

After 1 listed my significant traits — Irish-born, 
just shy of six-foot-four, 275 pounds, and an encyclopedic 
knowledge (so my buddies claim) — Lee says, “You could 
be a Sherlock Holmes type of guy who knows almost 
eveiything. But it would be more visually exciting if we 
played up your size.” 

Now, for the name. “1 am torn between the intellectual 
part, the strength part and the Irish part — you’re a multi¬ 
heroic man. Oh, you’re Multi-Man!” Lee exclaims. 

“Sorry, Stan, there’s a 
Multi-Man in DC Comics,”

how difficult it is to be 
original, he improvises. 

“Instead of Multi-Man, 
you could throw in an¬ 
other word in there: 

Multideed-Man, 
and hopefully no¬ 
body has that.”

No 
need for a brain 
to be all brawn 

Bruce Banner (The Hulk) is an 
ingenious scientist, Peter Parker 
(Spider-Man) is a whiz kid at 
school — even billionaire playboy 
Tony Stark (Iron Man) is a briUiant 
engineer. So to be a superhero you 
need to be a genius or have a PhD, 
right? Wrong. “Captain America 
wasn’t a PhD. Most of the X-Men 
didn’t have great educations par¬ 
ticularly,” says Marvel man Stan 
Lee, creator of all of the above.

Some of our favourite super¬ 
heroes brood over their dark 
past — Bruce Wayne (Batman) 
witnessed his parents’ mur¬ 
der as a child, and Wolverine 
was a guinea pig in a secret 
government experiment that’s 
mentally scarred him. Painful 
origins do make for an allur¬ 
ing character — so, would you 
embellish your own personal 
histoiy to make your superhero 
stand out? “My advice would be 
forget the past,” Lee says. “Think 
of the fu¬ 
ture, and 
think of 
all the 
good you 
can do 
with your 
super¬ 
power.” 


Name. Be 
original, somehow 


He’s been writing comic books for 
more than 70 years, has conjured 
up some 350 superheroes and 
viUams, like Doctor Strange, but 
Lee still admits “coming up with 
a name is the most difticult part 
in creating a superhero.... When 1 
come up with a new character. I’ll 
come up with a name that 1 think 
is great, and then 1 Google it and 
rU see 500 names just like that for 
other characters,” he says.

Traits. Ifs all down 
to Lady Luck 

“The one attribute that eveiybody 
would want to have is luck,” says 
Lee. “If you’re a superhero and 
you’re chasing a bad guy, you’ll 
chase him because you’re lucky. 

If he’U shoot at you, he’U miss 
because you’re lucky,” he says. 
(Daredevil, blind but heroic, 
comes to mind.) “Think of it as a 
beautiful woman, a spectral form 
of a ghost — she’s not real, but 
eveiy time she puts her 
arms around you, you 
become lucky.” 


Finishing touches. 

An apt outfit ...and a 
fantastic catchphrase 

Choosing the right costume 
depends on what superpower you 
possess, Lee reveals. “If you’re 
going to be moving around a lot, 
something tight is the best. If your 
power is mental, you don’t need 
a tight costume.” And forget a his¬ 
trionic, husky voice a la Batman. 
“The phrases a hero says are the 
things your audience \^1 remem¬ 
ber — if they’re good.” So, what 
would be a good one? “Look out 
behind you!” Lee cries. “Or there’s 
another phrase of course: With 
great power ^ comes great 

responsibility.”

Dessner, who, along with 
his brother Biyce, writes 


most of the music for the 
band, discusses the band’s 
brilliant new Trouble Will 
Find Me album, which came 
out Tuesday. 

How did you come to 
play Sorrow for six hours 
straight? 

It was a collaboration with 
this Icelandic artist, Rag- 
nar Kjaransson. He had ap¬ 
proached MoMA about want¬ 
ing to collaborate with us. 
He does a lot of performance 
art work with musicians. 
It’s kind of all about repeti¬ 
tion and how things change 
through repetition or take on 
deeper meaning. So he had 
this veiy compelling, charm¬ 
ing letter that he wrote to 
us, and for some reason we 
were in the mood at that veiy 
moment, and we were like, 
“OK.” And when we did it, it 
was amazing, but we were 
slightly dreading the whole 
thing. 

There’s a lot of dual voices 
going on with this album. 


Making a statement 


The defining statement 
of the album seems to be 
“everything that I love is on 
the table” from the song, 
Don’t Swallow the Cap. Do 
you think that’s true? 


• Quote. “I think that’s a 
good point. It’s like he’s 
laying it all out there. 
And I think in a way, 
lyrically, this record is 
the most verbose, and 
the most direct and per¬ 
sonal, in places. And in a 
weird way it pretty much 
encapsulates everything 
we’ve ever done. So, 
yeah, I think that’s fair 
to say that’s a defining 
line.” 


We’ve always used other 
voices as kind of a silver 
lining. 

The juxtaposition of other 
voices with Matt Berninger’s 
voice makes Matt’s voice rich¬ 


er, in a weird way, and more 
beautiful. So we’re still doing 
that in this case, and there 
were a few places where we 
wanted female voices, kind of 
as characters, and as colour. 
So with Sharon (Van Etten) 
and Nona (Nona Marie Invie) 
and Annie (Clarke), we’re for¬ 
tunate enough to have all of 
these friends who have amaz¬ 
ing voices, and also Richie 
(Reed Parry), who’s on it, 
from Arcade Fire. 

And we all sing also. I 
think it’s just an evolution of 
trying to do that more. 

You’re involved in so much 
of the music. Do you and 
your brother have any 
involvement with the lyrics 
that Matt Berninger sings? 
We do, but not a lot. If there’s 
things that bother us, or if 
he’s having trouble with 
something, then we’II talk 
about it. 

I was actually there when 
he was recording a lot of the 
vocals, so there is some sort 
of back and forth.

10 years ago, a little show 
called Canadian Idol was born 




Television. After a divisive 
beginning, Mulroney says 
'we proved (critics) wrong' 


It was a decade ago this week 
that Canadian Idol debuted, and 
it was also something of a pre¬ 
miere for host Ben Mulroney. 

Then only 27 and better- 
known to Canadians as the 
son of a former prime minister 
rather than a ubiquitous fixture 
of entertainment news cover¬ 
age, Mulroney recalls watching 
the show’s taped premiere at 
a friend’s place with 10 or so 
others. Afterward, they hopped 
in a taxi and headed off to a mid¬ 
town Toronto sports bar, and 
they were dropped off a small 
hike away. 

“We had to walk about a 
block, and a car full of girls drove 
by and honked. And then two 
seconds later, a car full of guys 
drove by and heckled me,” Mul¬ 
roney recalled. “And I thought: 
‘OK. This is the new dynamic.’” 


It wasn’t only Mulroney’s life 
that changed, of course. 

Over its six-year run, Can¬ 
adian Idol was fiercely criticized 
as a glorification of crass com¬ 
mercialism over artistry, as an 
uncreative (and un-Canadian) 
carbon copy of a hit inter- ^ 
national reality franchise 
and, eventually, as an in¬ 
effective star maker ca¬ 
pable only of creating 
fleeting flashes rather 
than sustained heat. 

While the debate 
has faded since the 
show was indefinitely 
“suspended” due to 
the chilly econom¬ 
ic climate of 2008, 
those involved with its 
launch remember just 
how divisive Canadian 
Idol was. 

“It was not a fore¬ 
gone conclusion it was 
going to be success¬ 
ful,” recalled 
Mulroney.

“If you look at the jaded, cyn¬ 
ical members of the press... they 
were convinced this was not a 
Canadian thing to do. ‘We don’t 
do stuff like this. ... We don’t 
celebrate the way that the Amer¬ 
icans do.’ 

“And yet we proved them 
wrong. But we had to fight 
very hard against that 
„ sentiment.” 

Back in spring 2003, 
American Idol was flying 
high. Following the sur¬ 
prise-smash initial run 
of episodes in 2002, 
the show had just 
wrapped its must-see 
second-season. 

The show was so 
hot that even Justin 
Guarini appeared 
briefly marketable, 
with his debut solo 
record days from re¬ 
lease when Canadian 
Idol launched. 

The Idol format 
had already proved 
popular in various 
iterations around 




the world, but given the star¬ 
making turn from acidly acerbic 
British judge Simon Cowell on 
American Idol, it was obvious 
early on to executive producer 
John Brunton and his team at 
Insight Productions that assem¬ 
bling the judges would be cru¬ 
cial. 

They settled on a four-person 
panel with three of those judges 
in familiar roles: husky-voiced 
belter Sass Jordan was the sym¬ 
pathetic, confidence-boosting 
artist on the panel (like an Earth- 
bound Paula Abdul); promoter 
and manager Farley Flex was the 
forthright if generally positive 
industry insider — a la Randy 
Jackson; and entertainment law¬ 
yer Zack Werner was the Cowell¬ 
like outspoken bad boy, armed 
with a poison-tipped tongue and 
irreverent attitude toward the 
proceedings. 

Jake Gold, the fourth judge 
who was best-known for steering 
the career of the Tragically Hip, 
among others, was blissfully free 
of any archetype.

Brushing your pooch makes it look 
polished and pretty. But it has many more 
benefits. 

It keeps your dog’s coat free of tangles, 


matts and debris and removes old and 
shedding hair. It also gives you the oppor¬ 
tunity to do a little doggie bonding and 
helps you learn about your dog’s body — 


you can look and feel for lumps, cuts or 
scabs, as well as fieas and ticks. Note that 
this summer, the word is that ticks are out 
in full force, so be on the lookout. 

Make brushing a positive experience 
for you and your dog by doing it regu¬ 
larly. The dog will get used to it, you will 
get good at it and there won’t be an op¬ 
portunity for tangles and matts to get out 
of control and make the process uncom¬ 
fortable and lengthy. 

“Start with a part down the backbone, 
so you know you’re getting all the layers 
of hair,” says Amy Graham, a PetSmart 
groomer and salon manager in Stoney 
Creek, Ont. Systematically, move from 
section to section to ensure you are get¬ 
ting all areas. 

“Keep an eye on the dog’s skin — if 
it appears red, he may be getting a brush 
burn.” 

Remember to brush gently, confining 
your brushing to the hair and not the skin 
as much as possible, especially in sensi¬ 
tive areas. 

If you are using a deshedding tool on a 
shedding breed, “simply run the tool over 
the dog’s coat to remove excess hair.” 

If the job gets too difficult for you to 
handle easily it may be time to take your 
dog for professional grooming. 



THE RIGHT TOOLS FOR A HEALTHY COAT 


• For double-coated breeds with thick 
undercoats like collies or collies or 
chow chows, choose a deshedding tool 
like a Furminator. 

• For long-coated dogs without under¬ 
coats, such as poodles, use a slicker 
brush with short, pin-like bristles and a 


comb to check for knots and tangles. 

• Short-haired dogs like boxers or 
bulldogs can be brushed with a rubber 
brush, or use a Furminator if you are 
trying to help reduce shedding.” 

• Also have some detangling spray on 
hand to help with tangles. 


MANAGE YOUR 
DOG’S SHEDDING 

In summer, shedding is nature’s way 
of ridding a dog’s body of the old, 
excess hair they grew during winter 
to insulate their bodies. Shedding also 
eliminates hair that might be damaged. 
Pet owners know that cleaning up a 
dog’s shedding hair comes with the 
territory. Even hypoallergenic dogs 
like poodles shed a little. But there are 
ways to reduce shedding and remove 
hair effectively. 

GIVE YOUR PET A BRUSH 

Brushing your dog on a regular basis is 
one of the best ways to reduce hair in 
your home. 

“While all breeds need to be 
brushed, it’s especially important in 
summer for long-haired breeds with 
undercoats like golden retrievers, 
malamutes and huskies to help reduce 
shedding and cool the dog in sum¬ 
mer,” says Amy Graham, a groomer 
and salon manager with PetSmart in 
Stoney Creek, Ont. 

Depending on the breed of your 
dog, brush at least three times a week 
— dogs with lots of excess hair will 
benefit from daily brushing. 

BATHE YOUR DOG 

This is easier for short-haired breeds 
without thick undercoats like pugs or 
labs. 

“If your dog is matted or has a thick 
undercoat, bathing may only make the 
matting worse or make it difficult to 
rinse out the shampoo, which is bad 
for the skin,” Graham says. “Leave the 
tough jobs like these to a groomer.” 

GET YOUR DOG GROOMED 

“Groomers have professional-strength 
blow dryers and tools to make the 
job more efficient,” Graham says. “A 
groomer’s blow dryer is so strong 
that it loosens the undercoat, and the 
groomer can brush during the drying 
process, something that can’t be done 
easily at home.” 

Long-coated dogs should go to 
the groomer every four to six weeks; 
short-coated dogs every six to eight 
weeks. 

FEED YOUR DOG THE RIGHT DIET 

What a dog eats will be reflected in 
the condition of the animal’s coat, so 
good-quality food aligned to the dog’s 
health needs is essential.
